STATE SUPERINTENDENT SCHAEFFER 


MAKES HIS ANNUAL REPORT. 


Dr. N. C. Schacffer, Superintendent 


of Public Instruction, in bis minuttl re- 
port to the Governor, for the fiscal year, 
ending June 8 1901, refers to the pay- 
ment of the school appropriation for the 
current fbeal year and calls attention to 
the fact that the laat Legislature appro- 
priated over $12 OCO.OOO for school pur- 
poses. 


iSpeahing of the compulsory education 


act, Dr. Sobtieffer says that it was the 
most important relating to education 
passed by tha recent Legislature. Then 
he adds: "It will require skill, tact and 
good judgment on the part of school 
officers to secure tbe best resulta from 
the law. 
Many difficulties will arise 


which will be hard to overcome in any 
case, but unless the directors themselves 
will endeavor to enforce Uie law in the 
proper spirit, it will be hard to command 
the willing co-operation ot the patrons, 
which is BO essential in order to produce 
the best results."

USEFUL TO KNOW. 


A good polish for keeping hard or 


atained wood floors in condition is made 
by cutting eight ouucea of yellow bets- 
wax into small pieces and adding to it 
two quarts of spirits of turpentine and 
one quart of Venetian 
turpentine. 


When the beeswax has disolved boil the 
mixture for use and apply with a soft 
piece of flannel. 


A cure that ia recommended for c'lil- 


biains is to rub the wrists and ankles 
well to encourage a good circula'ion and 
the chilblains twice or thrice a day with 
methylated spirits, or, if preferred, with 
mustard linimeut or camphorated oil, 
the last two being quite as good and less 
dangeious than tbe first, which should 
never ba applied near a light. 


To takn ink stains out of a colored 


tablecloth dissolve a teaapoonful of ox- 
alic acid in a teacup of hot water and 
rub the stained part well with the solut- 
ion. 


When boiling flab put a dessert spoon- 


ful of vinegar in the water. It will pre- 
serve the whiteness, made the flesh firm 
and enable any fish to be well boiled 
without being broken. 


It pays well todo your mending before 


the articles go to the wash, as washing 
usually results in making the holes 
larger. 


In pickling red cabbage, if a little salt- 


petre is added, it will give it a splendid 
color and also make it very crispy.

BAUM DEAD 


Rev, William M Baum, a well known 


Lutheran clergyman, died on Thursday at 
ma residence, in Philadelphia, after a long 
illneaa following a severe attack of grip 
For 28 years he had been pastor of St 
Matthew's, the mother church of the Lu 
theran faith m Philadelphia, and was not- 
ed for his faithful work and philanthropy 


Dr Baum waa born January 25, 1825, 


in Berks County, and was educated in the 
Reading Academy, Pennsylvania College, 
Gettysburg, graduating in 184b and the 
Lutheran Theological Seminary, Gettja 
burg, graduating with honors and being 
ordained m 1848 He successively held 
charges at Middletown, Dauphin County , 
Barren bill, Montgomery County, and 
York, where he was pastor of St Paul's 
Lutheran <!hnrch lor 12 years. Since 1874 
he was at St. Matthew's 
For many 


years Dr Brum was president of the Nor 
them Home for Friendless Children, Phil- 
adelphia, a trustee of Pennsylvania Col- 
lege and director of the Theological Semi 
nary at Gettysburg 


Public funeral services were held over

FOR HIM. 


Hogs are stil'. lifting mortgages. 
Stagnant pools are poor places for bop; 


wallows. 


To tht hog raiser the moat valuable 


bucket on the farm is the slop bucket. 


The farmer who baa a few good hogs 


to tniirket tbese days ia not complain- 
ing of hard times. 


There is a vast difference batween a 


grunt and a squeal. One ia a chord, the 
other a discord. 


If you can't keep pigs growing do not 


keep them at all. It is the caturb of pigs 
to "live to eat." 


Shady nooks and a good clover pasture 


are what will produce pork of first qual- 
ity at this time of years. 


Alfalfa is a well-liked forage crop for 


hogs in the West. It will be vopular in 
tbe East when it is better understood. 


It is too dangerous to take the risk of 


driving fat bogs this years. You can 
saAe lime and trouble by using a wagon. 


Hogs are Qlthy generally because they 


arc compelled to be so. No animal will 
keep itself cleaner than a hog will if 
given a chance. 


You can take more interest in mak- 


ing a good corn crop if you have a good 
bunch of sboats to help turn it into cash 
as soon as it is ready. 


Try treating yonr hogs a little better 


this year than you did last. It will not 
hurt the hogs and will not injure you to 
any great extent. 


King the hogs if it is actually neces- 


sary, but do it as humanely as possible. 
Get the best rings and the best appli- 
ances and do it just right. 


Shade is an absolute necessity for the 


comfort of hoga ia the beat of the sum- 
mer. It is as important to furnish shade 
for, them as it is food. 


Never get s,o busy as to neglect your 


lioqu. A stroll through the fields every 
few days might bring to your notice gome 
disease or irregularity that might be 
costly if neglected. 


Don't hesitate to ask your neighbor 


how he manages his hogs if he makes 
more of a success in this line of business 
than you do. He'll be glad to tell you 
if he is a gentleman, and you may get 
some pointers in this way that would 
take you years to find out. 


It takes only a small capital and a 


abort time to build up a respectable herd 
of pure-bred hoga. Make up your mind 
which kind you want to breed, write 
some of our advertisers for prices and 
get the thing started. lu a year trom 
now yon may be right in it with any of 
them. Good management, careful study 
and a little bard work will put you in 
the front ranks before you know it. 


The well-posted hog man is posted in 


all that influences the hog market. The 
future markets and prices depend upon 
future supplies and hog products in store 
for future use. Have you noticed the 
reports from the packing centers which 
are found in the commercial departments 
of all wide-awake agricultural paper ? 
If you have not you are not able to size 
up tbe future of the markets. 


Nothing will turn the refuse of the 


farm into money faster than good grow- 
thy pigs. 


Try eating a corn diet only yourself 


for mouths at a time and you will under- 
stand why hogs do not do so well with- 
out a change. 


If your hogs eat unwholesome food 


or drink foul water it is because they 
can get nothing better. It is your fault 
and not tbe hogs'. 


I.et the pigs pick up all the fruit that 


falls from the trees as fast as it drops. 
It will destroy the source of lots of pests 
to the fruit trees. 


Try keeping an account with your hoge 


once, charging them with everything 
they eat and giving them credit with 
what they produce, and see whether 
they pay aa well as or better than other 
live stock. 


1C MAKE HENS LAY. 


Here is an item for our farmers and a 


good receipt that can be relied on, aa 
the New York chemist remarked while 
lecturing before the chemistry class, 
and while analyzing an egg said if the 
hens were fed it regularly they would 
hiy as many eggs in winter as in summer. 
Powered red albumen and black pepper, 
one pound of each, mixed.
